CHINESE IMMIGRATION TO 
THE STRaIrs, 


, The Bill Explained. 

Tho Singapore Free Press of tho 8th inst, 
saya:—~In regard to the *Chineso Tm. 
migrants Bilt,.au important clause uf which 
proposes to restrict, for ronsons of sanitary 
supervision, the immigration of Chinese 
contract Inbour fiom Chinese ports to ves: 
sels fying the British flag, cur readers will 
have noted the criticisms on that micasure 
uttered by Open “Deor, a correspondent of 
the Hongkong Daily Press," whow letter 
Was reproduced in' these columns yesterday, 
As far as we can ascortain at present inform. 
ed opinion hero regards that criticiem very 
much on these lines. Open Door has 
not carefully sludied the Chinese Im- 
migrants Bil, Tt does: hot aim at ‘tho 
‘absolute prohibition of Asiatic immnigra- 

but relates exclusively to Chinese 
immigrants. . Section 8. shows that. the bill 
applies to the Chinese Empire only (as on 
first day cf January, 1841) ‘and’ net. to 
‘foroign ports’ generally, Further, the 
definition of 'Chineso Tuinigration’ there 
given is to be amended in Committee: ta 
exclude all Chinese. who pay their own 
passage monoy, and the Rill will apply 
inerely to tho singkehs who -arcive subject 
to a contract to Inbour for the- person who 
has paid their pastage. The Bill js not 
aimed at the Hongkong trade, nor will it 
divert the trade to Swatow or Amoy, unlesa 
for some reason’ which Open Door might 
explain. The two Intter ports have a 
monopoly ‘of British tonnage. Te will on- 
doubtedly, in all three ports, throw inte 
tho hands of those who have the control of 
British tonnaya that part of the trade 
which has hitherto been served. by foreign 
tonnage. But if thoStraits community can 
in asmall way provide'a subsidy for British
